Our Negro citizens are jubilant 


over the successful outcome of the 
Emancipation clay exercises, held at 
Uugan's grove, 
yesterday.

2,500 people were assembled on the 
grounds and good order prevailed 
the entire day. 
Large crowds came 


down from Eoss and Pike counties, 
and these, with residents of Lucas- 
ville and vicinity, helped to swell 
the number. 
The train, composed 


of seven coaches, reached the grove 
about noon and the first thing in 
order was dinner. That being over 
with, Rev. Grant Metcalf opened he 
exercises with prayer. 
Thereafer 


Capt. John W. Evans, president of 
the organization, took the stand 
and addressed the crowd as follows: 


"Fellow Citizens:—We, the bene- 


ficaries of the emancipation, are 
here today to celebrate the thirty- 
seventh'anniversary of the- issue of 
the emancipation proclamation of 
President Lincoln on September 22d 
1862. 
I have many reasons to be- 


lieve that this nation has not had 
cause to regret the action, for Lin- 
coln said, in one of his famous 
speeches—it was in Springfield, 111., 
I believe—that it was right to free 
the Negroes, for some day they will 
he a jewel in our nations' family. 
How well have those noble words 
been vindicated. 
Referring you to 


the recent Spanish-American w;ir, 
what deeds of valor and heroism 
will show any brighter upon the 
pages 
of American history than 


those of the black Tenth 
United 


States cavalry at the battles of El- 
caney and San Juan. 


"My countrymen, I stand hereto- 


day in behalf of the Negroes of this 
nation, to proclaim to you that the 
Negro is ever willing to defend this 
flag, whether it be on land ..or 
whether it be on sea."

the north side of Gallia street to the north 
hide o£ Robinson Avenue be improved by 
grading to the established grade, paving the 
roadway with hatd 
burned or 
vitrified 


brick, setting curbs and gutters and con - 
strncting the necessary culverts, drains and 
retaining walls in accordance with the reso- 
lution to improve the same adopted by 
Couucil on the 24th day of July, 1899. 


SECTION 2. Thatihe costs and expense 


of said improvement, less the cost and FX- 
pense of improving street *nd alley inter- 
sections and one fiftieth (1-50) of the entire 
cost and expense and such further sum as 
Council may elect to collect by general taxa- 
tion, shall be levied and assessed ou the 
abutting and such adjacent and contiguous 
or other benelilted lots and lands in the cor- 
poration in proportion to the benefits which 
mny result from the improvement.. 


SECTION 3 
Said assessment shall be 


paid in ten annual instalments, if deferred, 
and the same collected'as provided by law 
and the assessing ordinance hereafter to be 
passed, and bonds shall be issued io antici- 
pation of the collection of said assessment, 
unless property owners pay the same before 
such issuance. 


SECTION 4 
The City Clerk is directed to 
advertise according to law for sealed propo- 
sals for the construction of such improve- 
ment. 


SECTION 5 This ordinance shall tnke 


elTect and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage and due publication thereof.

Copies of His ?.luguzinc to the Sol- 
diers ut Manilla, and So Notifies 
the Postoiflco Department—Attacks 
an Ohio Congressman. 


Boston, Sept. 23.—Mr. Edward At- 


kinson is out with another number of 
his Anti-Imperialist, in wlvich he pub- 
lishes a long array of facts, statistics 
and testimony of soldiers returning 
from the Philippines. 
He also makes 


numerous comments on the question 
of 'imperialism generally, and throws 
down the gantlet to Postmaster Smith 
in more forcible maaner than ever. 


One feature of Mr. Atkinson's maga- 


zine is the manner in. which he takes 
issue with' Congressman' Shattuc of 
Ohio, with whom he 'lias had a contro- 
versy. Shattuc defied Atkinson to in- 
terfere ill his 
congressional district, 


and the great anti-imperialist 'has is- 
sued a special rendition in German for 
the benefit of Shattuc's constituents. 


In Mr. Atkinson's letter to the post- 


master general, under date of Sept. 11. 
the writer expresses the intention of 
sending copies of the magazine to the 
Philippines, and informing him that if 
he {the postmaster general) 'intends to 
induce a postmaster to violate the 
United States mail, "I suggest that the 
order be given to the postmaster in 
Boston, to the end that I may notify

there is any interference with my per- 
sonal rights I may take suitable meas- 
ures-to enforce them." 


Mr. Atkinson asks for a reply by the 


16th, that lie may include it -in the edi- 
tion. 
He leaves a blank space of a 


half page, which he says is for the 
postmaster general's reply.
